On  November  22,  1957,  the  Berkeley  High  A.C.A.L.  Football  Champions  astounded 
the  prep  world  by  walloping  the  previously  undefeated  favorites  of  the  peninsula, 
Capuchino  High,  in  an  unexpected  score  of  40- 1  3  to  clinch  the  mythical  championship 
of  Northern  California.  This  victory  added  the  icing  to  the  cake  in  one  of  the  best 
years  in  Berkeley  High  history. 

After  an  overwhelming  30-0  victory  over  the  El  Cerrito  Gauchos,  Berkeley  was  picked 
by  East  Bay  prep  writers  to  win  the  A.C.A.L.  With  this  goal  in  mind  the  Berkeley  High 
Jackets,  coached  by  Fred  Moffett,  downed  the  Piedmont  Highlanders  33-7,  won  a  hard

always  tough  Alameda  Hornets  19-0,  the  Jackets  rolled  over  Harry  Ells  32-7,  and  then 
won  the  A.C.A.L.  Championship  by  once  again  downing  El  Cerrito  2  I  -6.
